volunteer soldiers for the Union army, 
in the war of the rebellion, aud nearly 
100,000 colored troops for tha same ser- 
vice. 


•'Turning first to Delaware, among tho 


old slave states, we learn with amaze- 
ment thot she furnished a larger number 
of soldiers forth 3 "Onion army, iu pro- 
portion to military population, than any 
other state of the National Union! In 
13CO this heroic little state had only about 
18,000 white males between the ages of 18 
and 45, yet she sent 13,070 men into the 
Union »rmy, or 75 per oent of her avail- 
able strength. New Hampshire contrib- 
uted 54 per oent; "Vermont and Massachu- 
setts, OS each; Maine, 59 each; Maine,59; 
Ehode Island, CG; [Illinois and Ohio, CO; 
Kansas, 72; azd Indiana, 74. The other 
border states did almost as creditably.
